1 . Claims 1 -33 are allowable over the prior art of records. 

2. The instant application is deemed to be directed to an imobvious 
improvement over the invention patented in the Pat. No. 5,878,21 7, 5,706,482 and 
6,1 12,271. The improvement features include a memory card comprising a first 
memory interface disposed between the first interface controller and a memory 
block; a second memory interface disposed between the memory block and the 
second interface controller; and a arbiter coupled to the first and second memory 
interfaces for arbitrating data input operations and data output operations with 
respect to the memory block (claim 1); at least one memory card disposed in the 
system shelf forming a portion of the telecommunication node, cooperating with a 
network interface for receiving the database update signal through a switch fabric, 
wherein at least one memory card is operable to contain at least a portion of the 
distributed database in a memory block disposed thereon (claims 12, 24). The 
examiner agreed to allow the case after incorporating the above allowable features 
into the claims 1,12, 24.
